On the motion of President Leroyer the 
congress then adjourned until 4:45 p. in.

HUMPHREYS' RECORD. 

The news coming from Comox by last 
mail leaves little room to doubt that the 
local man will be elected by a very sub- 
stantial majority, Precisely as we sup- 
posed, "Windy Tom" is rapidly playing 
himself out . Had tho election been un- 
duly precipitated it is quite probable that 
the political fraud would have been suc- 
cessful in carrying the constituencey. But 
all danger in that direction may now be 
considered at an end. Time and oppor- 
tunity having been afforded the electors 
to rind oul the real character and ante- 
cedents ol the "'carpet-bagger" who is 
seeking their suffrages, it is nol likely 
thai thoy will commit an act of 
such suicidal folly as to choose 
him as their representative, when they 
ha\e an opportunity of being represented 
by one of themselves one who has been 
tried and has proved true to their inter- 
ests.

The same year ho 
ran foe the Commons in Victoria 
and suffered signal defeat. During 
the present year he opposed tho 
Hon. Mr. Turner in the bye-election 
in this city, when ho once more suffered 
ignominious defeat.
